Linda Grote and Holly 
Sexton, facilitators for 
Systems Improvement 
Team#l: Educational 
Programs and Services, are 
guiding the team through a 
"test run" with Shelton 
State's new Process 
Improvement Form (PIF). 
The new form was 
designed by students in the 
commercial art department 
to be used by customers of 
the college (students, 
parents, employees, alumni, 
employers, public officials, 
etc.) to make suggestions, 
communicate ideas, or 
identify opportunities for 
improving the processes 
through which we provide 
services. 

The SI Team receives the 
IMFs, evaluates and scores 
each one based on five 
objective criteria: ability 
to change, performance, 
institutional impact, 
customer impact, and cost. 
Ability to change involves 
the degree of difficulty to 
fix a process. Performance 
refers to how well the 
existing process is 
working. Institutional 
impact relates to the 
overall effect of the process 
on college operations. 


Customer impact is how 
much the customer really 
cares. Cost is an estimate 
of what the cost might be 
to improve the process. 
Each team member scores 
each PI F, the scores are 
totaled for the team, and 
priorities for improvement 
projects are set based on 
the scores. The higher the 
scores, the higher the 
priorities. 

After the "trial run," SI 
Team #1 will evaluate and 
refine the process. After 
that, PTFs will be made

available to all our 
customers.
